Luchaire. the Impression made 
upon theis enormous public is 
superficial compared with the in- 
fluence of certain books which 
have taken years or centuries to 
impress themselves on tbe hu- 
man race, certain sacred books, 
for instance, but it is a striking 
fact that only the Bible and the 
Koran have an indisputably larg- 
er circulation than that of the 
latest film from Los Angeles. He 
said that the cinema has been 
adapted to religious propaganda 
in various countries, and that in 
the United States it is estimated 
that about 25,000 churches use 
the screen as an adjunct to the 
pulpit. 
For all these reasons 


and for the additional one that 
the cinema has become intrinsi- 
cally international. Professor Lu- i 
chaire held that it should be in- 
cluded within the scope of the 
activities of the Committee on 
Intellectual Cooperation.
